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This afternoon the second reuniom of the
Wirand Army of the Potomac was held in the
presepce of an immense audience in the Aea-
demy of Musie. This oecasion was one of the
grandest which has been witnessed In thls ciiy
for u long time. Every available seat and every
inch of standing room were fully occupled long
before the honr for vegioning the exercises, A
arge percentage of Jadles were present, who
ovineed groat lnterest in the proceedings.

The Decorntions of the Ballding.

The decorations of the bopllding were of the
mo=t elaborate deseription. The Academy wos
one moss of bunting, dlsposed In every con-
ceivable nrrangement. The fronts of the three
galleries were entirely covered with that muge-
rinl, in grnceful and volumineus festoons. A
double row of etwrs, on dark=blue ground, ran
around the upper edge of each gallery, benoath
which red and white stripes, in length suflicient
to reach around the eoure auditorium, were
hung. In the centre of ench waleony, directly
opposite to the stage, was a tasteful arrangement
compogod of the silken national sad regimental
flags of the several reiriments,

‘I'he fronts of the prosceniam boxes were like-
wite most beautitully decorated with silk and
bunting, In front of one of these the State and
clty fiags were displayed. On either side of the
stage a brass field-plece was stutloned, poloting
townrds the audience.  lToside of the fdeld-pleces
were two stacks of arins, ornnmented with silk
cuidon and cavalry flags on ornnmented stofls,
The stage [tsell wos ser with the cut tent scene,
which s used in /! Trovatore and other operas,
and which represents various warlike lmple-
ments as hung opon the tent sldes and polos.
The gpeaker's stand was in the centre of the
gtoge, surrotnded by a cirele of ten velvet and
highly ornamented chairs for the presiding
oflicers nud the more distinguished goests. These
were surrounded by some forty other chnairs, be-
hind which & large number of bsoches were ar-
ranged for the accommodation ol those holding
tickets for thoe etage.

The Prollminaries,

As early as 11 o'clock, which was one hour be-
fore the time for the opening of the doors, and
two hours before the beginning of the exercises,
an lmmense crowd had collected on Broad
street, in front of the main entrance, anxious to
obtain admittance, The noted military band
from Governor's Island, Now York, which was
to supply the music for the occaslon, passed
down the street about this time on their way to
thelr place in the Academy. This fine band,
which is composed of some thirty pleces and of
first-cluss talent, attracted great attention by
their fine appearance. They wore a unlform of
dark regulation blue trimmed with wold, and
had highly polished epaulettes with white {ringe
and brass-hilted swords, Their instruments
shone with the brightest polish which it was
possible to bestow upon thein.

Wheoe were Presont,

At early as half-past 12 o'cloek the membera
of the varlous legions commenced crowding in,
all being largely represented. All aeemed to
be deeply interested in this, the second annual
reunion, The men who braved the dangers of
the various hard-contested ficlds from the open-
ing of the war, under General MeClellan, until
its final vlularinus close, under General Grant,
assembled in force. The 6th Army Corps Lezion
wers especinlly well represented, and their corps
flag wans recognized immedintely by the “"Vets.”
and loudly cheered. [t was plain (o be seen
that the patriotic fires still glowed in the hearts
of the men who bad risked their all in defense
of the best government God ever gave Lo 1oan,
and If any man In the andicoce entertaived a
single feeling of treachery towards his Govern-
ment it must at once have been dispelled,

The band commenced discoursing sweel music
early, nnd was londly applauded.

The Stnge.

At 1 o'clock the stage was nomgletol_\' crawided
with the heroea of the war. Generals Casey,
Heintzleman, Rufl, Shaler, Newton, Wright,
Houpt, McCandless, Porter, Dent, Owen, King,
Frapklin, Van Vlet, Banks, Prevost, and
dugalls occupled the front seats, whilst the back
sents were filled with the colonels, majors, and
captains of the varlons organizations that went
to form the grand old Army of the Potomac.
The enthusinsin was immanse nod unresirained;
the various heroes, as receguized, were vocife-
rougly applauded: and the officers in the audi-
ence, us Ltheir especial commanders appearsd,
gave vent to their heart feellngs In a manner
thot muoet bave gladdened the hearts of the
reciplente. The old fires were reawakened, and
the nudlence, becoming infected, leut the aid of
thelr lnngs sod handkerchiefs, and all was joy
and auimation.

The Oponing.

At aboul twenty minntes past 1 o'clock Presi-
dont Grant, accompanied by General Sherldan,
entered and took their seats, Vollowing them
were Genperals Meade, Sherman, McelDowall,
Irwin, Banks, Burnslde, Humphreys, Denunison,
Mott, Drum, Smith, Markland, Davies, Sharpe,
Martindale, Ellmaker, Prevost, Bingham, and
Dent, and Becrotariea Belknap, Cox, and ex-
Secretary Borle. Their entrance was the ocea-
sion for an outburst such as never before re-
sounded within the walls of the Aeademy. The
audience with one slogle accord rose Lo their

feet, and for & time the wildest emthu-
singm  prevalled.  The band, amidst all,
struck  up, “liall to the chlef!” and

fram every corner cheers for President Grant
went up loud and long. As one would die out
apnother would be started, und thus they ware
kept up for the space of over five minutes, The
savalry officers next took up the strain, and
“Gallant Little Phil" was kept bowing and
smiling nntil his spinal column weakened, and
be retired to bis seat. Tue ofllcers of thebth
Corps Logion, hended by Colonel Latia aud
Major Gordon, next tollowed, and General
Wrignt wa# cheered and cheoered untll they
tired. Burnside followed, and the horo of New-
bern was shown that his deeds were not forgot-
ten. Jeintzleman then poppiog up, the andl-
ence again Lorst forth, und ended in o goand
huzza for General MeDowell,

A Tull of about one second ocenrred. when the
ery ol “Mende ! Meade ! Mendo !V resounded
through the house, and the Ganeral was obliged
to nse and selinowledge the compliment. Some
one In the anditoriom then raleed the cory of
General MeClellan, and  “Littdle Muc"”  was
cheered until his friends tired, when some one
in the sudience commenced to hiss. This
brought the officers to & man wsgaio on thelr
fees, aud the diseatisfied were shown that the
men who braved the dangersof the fleld were
yet ready to brave public opinion, and if neces-
sary censure, in delense of thalr old commander.

'1’th band then set up again, and poured forth
the differentarmy calls, lnterspersed with na~
tiopal and po airs. As the well-knowa
wusle reachied the ears of (be veleraus, they

tpuln broke forth In applanse, and for a time
tha vooal deadened (ho sound of the instramen-
ta) music, Whoem the cavalry calls were sonnded
tho troopers, ull ealling on Bheridan, yvelled and
velled, nnd aeother wild soene of enthusinam
was tho rosult,  Cheer followed chocer, and the
band-mnstor was almost nop-plassed. Finally
tho audlenes became quiet, when General Sherd-
dan, who was the presiding officer of the ocone-
sion, stepped forward, and mnde the following
speech:--
